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PREFACE 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the 
Borough  of  Carmarthen 

In  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  Decem- 
ber 1965  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  population 
remained  at  a satisfactory  level.  Only  two  small  outbreaks  of 
infectious  disease  occurred  and  neither,  I am  glad  to  state,  reached 
epidemic  proportions.  Although  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Polio- 
myelitis occurred  during  the  year  it  is  as  well  for  the  public  to 
remember  that  freedom  from  both  these  diseases  is  dependent  upon 
the  state  of  immunity  against  them.  1 therefore  trust  that  parents  will 
continue  to  see  that  their  children  receive  the  necessary  protective 
doses  against  these  diseases. 

In  recent  years  the  increase  in  venereal  disease,  particularly 
amongst  teenagers,  has  caused  great  concern  nationally.  It  is 
difficult  to  assess  its  prevalence  locally,  but  whatever  its  state 
facilities  are  now  available  for  treatment  (Free,  Confidential  and 
Secret)  at  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Glangwili.  This  I feel 
is  a real  step  forward  in  the  fight  against  this  disease. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  work  is  still  progressing  satisfactorily 
on  the  Sewerage  and  Water  Schemes — both  so  essential  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  health  of  the  population  at  a satisfactory 
standard. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my 
staff  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
and  the  Council  for  the  whole-hearted  manner  in  which  they  have 
supported  me.  I also  wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and  their  staff  for 
their  continued  support  and  help.

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STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Carmarthen  Urban  District  Authority  comprises  the  Parish 
of  St.  Peter’s  and  is  5,223  acres  in  extent.  The  area  is  essentially 
an  urban  one  although  the  outskirts  of  the  town  still  remain 
essentially  rural  in  character. 

Social  Conditions 

Carmarthen  is  a very  old  borough;  it  is  the  county  town  of 
Carmarthenshire  and  is  an  agricultural  centre.  Due  to  its  geograph- 
ical situation,  it  is  the  hub  of  the  County  and  an  important  centre, 
especially  from  a road  communication  point  of  view.  Further- 
more, with  its  modern  cattle  market,  and  being  an  area  designated 
as  free  from  bovine  tuberculosis,  it  has  become  the  main  agricultural 
marketing  centre  for  West  Wales.  Only  attested  cattle  are  sold 
in  the  new  market  which  is  one  of  the  foremost  cattle  markets 
in  the  country.  The  main  marketing  days  are  Monday,  Wednesday 
and  Thursday  but  frequently  marts  are  also  held  on  other  days. 
An  additional  feature  of  the  cattle  market  is  a store  cattle  mart 
and  also  a mart  for  sheep,  pigs  and  calves,  which  is  held  on  a site 
adjoining  the  new  cattle  market,  but  nevertheless,  totally  separate 
from  it. 

From  its  geographical  situation,  and  particularly  due  to  its 
predominant  agricultural  outlook,  Carmarthen  does  not  appear  to 
attract  industrial  development.  Any  industrial  development  must 
of  necessity  be  associated  with  agriculture,  hence  the  large  milk 
factory  of  the  Unigate  Creameries  Limited  established  within  the 
Borough  boundary.  In  1965  a greater  quantity  of  milk  was  available 
for  manufacture  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  factory’s  ex- 
farm peak  intake  was  the  highest  ever  recorded.  The  quahty  of  the 
milk,  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically,  compared  favourably 
with  previous  years.  As  in  former  years  the  factory  was  called  upon 
to  supply  liquid  milk  to  the  consuming  centres,  particularly  during  the 
“trough”  season  when  nationally  milk  is  in  shorter  supply,  but  the 
main  consuming  centres  in  South  Wales  were  supplied  throughout 
the  year.  However,  a large  quantity  of  milk  remained  available  for 
manufacture  and  the  factory’s  butter  production  plant  and  Shir 
Gar  butter  packing  units  were  kept  busy  for  most  of  the  year. 
The  manufacture  of  cereal  puddings  and  other  tinned  products 
was  maintained  and  the  range  of  products  increased. 

The  principal  occupations  of  the  town  residents  are  associated  with 
agriculture,  shops,  offices,  garages  and  commercial  firms.  Prior  to  the 
re-organisation  of  the  railway  service  under  the  “Beeching”  plan  the 
railway  was  also  a principal  source  of  employment  in  the  area. 
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Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough. 
Population,  Rateable  Value,  etc. 

The  estimated  mid-year  Home  Population  given  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  1965  is  12,830. 

The  number  of  inhabited  dwellings  at  the  end  of  the  year  according 
to  the  Rate  Book  is  3,955. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  Borough  is  £580,960,  and  the  sum 
represented  by  a penny  rate  is  £2,250.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  situated  at  the  West  Wales 
General  Hospital,  Glangwili,  Carmarthen,  and  which  is  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  H.  D.  S.  Morgan,  again  proved  of  inestimable 
value  to  the  health  services  of  the  area. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council,  and 
the  Station  in  the  Borough  of  Carmarthen  is  one  of  the  links  in 
the  County  Scheme  which  serves  the  whole  County. 

Hospital  Accommodation 
Infectious  Diseases 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Tumble, 
near  Llanelly,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

General  Hospital  Facilities 

Hospital  facilities  are  available  at  Priory  Street  and  at  Glangwili 
and  both  hospitals  are  known  as  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital. 
The  hospital  provides  treatment  for  general  medical  and  surgical 
diseases  for  the  whole  of  the  West  Wales  area. 
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Home  Nursing 

This  service  is  undertaken  by  four  whole-time  district  nurses 
employed  in  Carmarthen  Combined  area  which  covers  the  Borough 
and  part  of  the  Rural  area. 


The  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children 

Arrangements  are  made  for  unmarried  mothers  to  be  admitted 
to  one  of  the  following  hostels Northlands,  Cardiff;  Cwmdonkin 
Shelter,  Swansea;  The  Llandaff  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare 
Committee  Hostel,  Penarth  or  the  St.  Martin’s  Home,  Hereford. 

These  arrangements  are  made  by  the  County  Council  and  also 
the  St.  David's  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee. 


Venereal  Diseases 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  the  treatment  of 
Venereal  Diseases.  Whereas  formerly  the  nearest  clinic  was  at 
Llanelli,  as  from  1st  October,  1965  clinics  were  inaugurated  at  the 
West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Glangwili,  Carmarthen.  Free  treat- 
ment may  be  obtained  at  these  clinics  under  conditions  of  secrecy 
and  confidence. 

The  clinics  are  held  as  follows : — 

Males  First  Friday  of  month — 2 p.m. — 4 p.m. 

Third  Friday  of  month — 4.30  p.m. — 6 p.m. 

Females  First  Friday  of  month — 4.30  p.m. — 6 p.m. 

Third  Friday  of  month — 2 p.m. — 4 p.m. 


SEWERAGE  SCHEMES 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  from  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  report 
that  work  proceeded  on  the  Johnstown  Area  Main  Sewerage 
Scheme  and  Treatment  Works.  This  much  needed  and  long  awaited 
scheme  is  expected  to  become  operational  in  September,  1966. 


HOUSING 

Stage  II  of  the  Housing  Scheme  at  Wauniago  Estate  was  completed 
during  the  year.  This  provided  housing  accommodation  for  104 
families.  It  is  expected  that  the  erection  of  an  additional  98  dwellings, 
comprising  Stage  III  of  the  Scheme,  will  commence  at  an  early 
date  next  year. 


The  rehousing  at  Wauniago  of  families  from  the  Slum  Clearance 
Areas  of  Mill  Street,  Cambrian  Place,  Island  Row,  Spring  Gardens 
and  Towyside  means  that  the  major  portion  of  slum  clearance  in 
the  Borough  has  been  dealt  with.  Approximately  95  %of  the  dwellings 
in  Mill  Street  are  being  demolished,  but  a few  properties  still  remain 
to  be  purchased  by  the  Council  for  this  purpose. 

Dwellings  in  the  smaller  clearance  areas,  still  to  be  dealt  with  in 
the  town,  should  be  covered  by  the  new  Council  houses  to  be  erected 
under  Stage  III  at  Wauniago. 

During  the  coming  year  further  houses  may  be  scheduled  for 
demolition  as  a result  of  inspections  to  be  carried  out  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1964. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  implementation  of  the  Towy  Water  Scheme  is  still  anxiously 
awaited. 

In  addition  to  the  sampling  carried  out  by  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor’s  Department,  the  Public  Health  Department  again  took 
numerous  samples  for  bacteriological  analyses. 

Adequate,  and  at  times  heavy,  chlorination  has  to  be  carried 
out  at  the  reservoirs  to  guarantee  the  safety  of  the  supply.

The  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  reports  as  follows : — 

1.  Water  Supply. 

(a)  Supplies  have  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  for  the  most 
part  in  quality  (see  (b)  below). 

Two  in-line  boosters  are  being  installed  on  the  Cwmtawel  Trunk 
Main.  These  will  serve  a two-fold  purpose  (i)  boost  delivery  to 
Cwmoernant  Reservoir  when  required  and  (ii)  boost  supplies  from 
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the  Cwmtawel  Reservoir  to  the  new  reservoir  at  Penlanffos  on 
completion  of  the  Carmarthen  Water  Scheme. 

Two  plant  houses  have  been  completed  at  Bronwydd  Arms  and 
Tanerdy  respectively.  When  the  boosters  are  in  operation  mains 
water  will  be  super-chlorinated  at  Cwmtawel  and  Cwmoernant  and 
dechlorinated  at  the  aforesaid  points  which  should  result  in  better 
quality  supplies. 

(b)  Recent  increased  operation  of  sluice  valves  in  connection  with 
Waste  Detection  caused  disturbance  of  flows  in  the  Town’s  main 
which  resulted  in  periodic  discolouration  of  supplies  due  to  scale. 

The  majority  of  the  Town’s  distribution  mains  are  old  and  encrusted 
with  scale  and  it  is  hoped  to  embark  on  renewal  and  descaling 
programme  during  the  next  financial  year. 

(c)  Number  of  houses  supplied . . ..  3,800  Estimated

(d)  Carmarthen  Water  Scheme  is  in  progress  and  should  be 
completed  by  the  Autumn  of  this  year. 

Towy  Water  Scheme — certain  categories  of  work  have  been  let  to 
Contract  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  whole  scheme  will  be  comp- 
leted and  supplies  available  by  the  end  of  1967. 

Combined  Extension  Scheme 
Travellers  Rest  & Pentrehydd 

Areas — Ministry  approval  has  recently  been  received  and  tenders 
will  be  invited  in  approximately  8 weeks  time. 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Work  is  proceeding  on  the  Johnstown  Area  Main  Sewerage 
Scheme  and  treatment  works  and  the  scheme  is  expected  to  be 
operational  in  September  next.  A manager  for  the  works  has  been 
appointed. 

3.  Housing 

The  104  houses  comprising  Wauniago  Stage  II  are  completed  and 
occupied.  Work  is  about  to  commence  on  Stage  III  which  will 
provide  98  dwellings.

Of  the  40  cases  of  Measles  notified,  34  were  cbildien  under  ten 
years  of  age.  I am  happy  to  report  that  no  child  died  from  this 
disease  or  any  of  its  sequelae. 

A small  outbreak  of  Dysentery  occurred  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year,  and  from  27th  September  to  19th  November  30  cases  were 
notified — 26  of  these  being  schoolchildren. 

Although  no  actual  case  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  the 
Borough  investigations  carried  out  as  a result  of  cases  occurring 
in  other  areas  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  a carrier  of  Salmonella 
Saint  Paul  at  an  establishment  (Public  House)  in  the  town  which 
provided  mid-day  luncheons.  The  carrier  was  immediately  removed 
from  having  anything  to  do  with  the  preparation,  handling  or 
serving  of  food,  and  placed  under  treatment  by  her  own  doctor.

One  new  case  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the 
year  as  compared  with  two  in  1964  and  six  in  1963.  There  was  no 
death  from  the  disease. 

The  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  made  forty- 
nine  visits  to  the  town,  and  examined  1,972  persons  of  whom 
1,572  were  volunteers  from  the  general  population. 

The  Unit  visits  the  town  on  Tuesdays,  and  is  situated  outside  the 
Malt  House  in  John  Street.  It  is  available  to  the  general  public 
between  the  hours  of  10  a.m.  and  12.30  p.m.  and  from  2 p.m.  to 
5.30  p.m. 

Special  surveys  were  carried  out  by  the  Unit  during  the  year  at 
Trinity  College,  Carmarthen;  Unigate  Creameries  Limited,  Llan- 
stephan  Road;  West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Glangwili  and  St.

able  to  care  for  herself  and  neither  has  she  any  accommodation  to 
return  to. 

Caravan  Sites: 

There  are  seven  registered  sites  in  the  Borough,  but  the  owners 
of  two  sites  are  in  the  process  of  clearing  their  sites  of  caravans. 
The  five  remaining  registered  sites  have  moie  than  the  permitted 
number  of  caravans  stationed  thereon,  and  some  are  lacking  in  the 
necessary  facilities.  The  owners  are  being  requested  to  bring  their 
sites  up  to  the  required  standard  otherwise  their  licences  will  be 
withdrawn. 

The  question  of  a municipally  owned  site  to  cater  for  residential 
caravan  dwellers  and  to  provide  accommodation  for  holiday 
caravans  passing  through  the  town  en  route  to  the  West  seaside 
resorts  is  also  being  given  consideration. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

Inspections  under  the  above  Act  have  commenced,  but  owing  to 
staff  shortage  progress  has  been  rather  slow.  Every  effort  will  be 
made  during  the  coming  year  to  make  a more  satisfactory  rate  of 
progress  on  these  inspections,  but  this  will  be  dependent  upon  the 
necessary  staff  being  available.

Registration  of  Premises  for  the  Manufacture  and  Sale. 

During  the  year,  two  new  premises  were  registered  for  the  storage 
and  sale  of  ice-cream,  thus  bringing  the  total  number  of  ice-cream 
retail  premises  registered  to  seventy-six.  These  premises  are  all 
being  supplied  by  the  big  manufacturers  with  pre-packed  ice-cream. 
The  number  of  manufactureres  in  the  town  remained  at  two. 

The  premises  of  both  manufacturers  and  retailers  satisfy  the 
requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

Year  1965  showed  a continuing  increase  in  the  throughput  at  the 
Borough  Abattoir.  This  has  been  partly  due  to  natural  causes  such 
as  higher  meat  production  and  to  the  fact  that  some  large  slaughter- 
houses in  adjoining  areas  have  closed  down.  If  this  trend  continues, 
and  Carmarthen  is  to  become  a focal  point  for  centralised  slaughter- 
ing, the  Council  should  give  serious  consideration  to  the  question 
of  providing  a completely  new  and  modern  slaughterhouse  on  a 
more  suitable  site. 

Meat  inspection  continues  to  give  rise  to  considerable  worry  due 
to  the  lack  of  staff.  Although  on  three  occasions  the  services  of  an 
Additional  Health  Inspector  have  been  obtained,  two  of  them 
resigned  after  a limited  period  to  take  up  posts  with  other  local 
authorities.  It  is  hoped  that  the  third  person,  who  commenced 
duties  on  1st  September,  will  be  more  permanent  or  at  least  give 
some  years  service  to  the  Council, 
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A Slaughterhouse  Manager  with  a meat  qualification  was  appoin- 
ted at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  when  he  commences  duties  it  is  hoped 
that  a part  of  his  services  can  be  utilised  in  covering  the  ever  increa- 
sing demands  of  meat  inspection.
